EARTHQUAKE  '89 

On  the  17th  of  October  a  7.1  quake  hit 
the  Bay  Area  at  about  5.00  pm.  Many 
people  were  killed,  some  lost  their  homes. 
All  of  us  were  shaken  up. 

At  King  no  major  damage  was  found, 
but  2  concrete  overhangings  cracked  in 
many  places,  are  now  unsafe  and  will  be 
torn  down. 

On  the  first  day  back  at  school  after  the 
earthquake,  our  homeroom  time  was  ex- 
tendea  to  35  minutes  so  we  could  have 
time  to  share  our  feelings  and  experiences 
about  the  earthquake.  This  was  good  be- 
cause many  of  us  were  emotionally  affect- 
ed by  the  quake.  We  also  went  over  the 
importance  of  earthquake  drills.  We  re- 
viewed the  routes  of  escape  and  the  sound 
of  the  bell. 

The  earthquake  was  terrible  and  caused 
much  damage  but  as  time  went  on  things 
went  back  to  normal.  In  a  way  it  gave  us 
faith  in  the  human  race.  The  quake 
brought  many  people  all  over  the  world 
togetner  to  help  the  earthquake  victims. 

To  add  to  this  the  "Bay  Bridge  series" 
was  starting  at  the  time  of  ouake,  between 
the  A's  and  the  Giants.  Well,  the  game  was 
postponed,  and  when  it  proceeded,  the  A's 
swept,  and  won  the  world  series!
